Says While We Continued to Write 
‘Notes Germans Sank Ships on 
Which Were Americans.

OYSTER BAY, L. I., Oct. 4.—Colonel 
Roosevelt sent a letter today to Frank- 
lin K, Lane, Secretary of the Interior, 
in reply to the Secretary’s denial that 
he. had admitted that the note-sending 
policy of the Wilson Administration. had 
been a failure. In his Battle Creek 
speech, the Colonel quoted Secretary 
Lane as so saying, and the Secretary 
quickly informed. Mr. Roosevelt that he 
had not expressed such sentiments. 

In his denial, however, Mr. Lane as- 
serted that by the note-sending policy 
the United States had ‘achieved the 
Sreatest diplomatic triumph of a half 
century,” and the Colonel uses this. as- 
gertion as a basis for an attack on the 
Administration. The letter in part is 
as follows: — 


In your final paragraph you say 
that Chief Justice White has been 
quoted as saying that by our

Story of Crimés Alleged to Have 
Been .Committed by Rumanians. 


BERLIN, Oct. 4 (By Wireless to Say- 
ville—Further details of alleged Ruman- 
jan atrocities in Dobrudja, says the 
Overseas News Agency, are contained 


in a report from the Sofia correspondent 
of the Frankfurter Zeitung, who, with 
several other correspondents and Will- 
jam Warfield, the American Chargé 
d’Affaires at Sofia, investigated reports 
in Dobric, Silistria, and surrounding 
towns and villagew The correspondent 
writes: 

‘‘ Everywhere we followed traces of 
assassination and _ incendiarism and 
everywhere there was the same com- 
plaint about the loss of life and prop- 
erty. Entire villages were destroyed by 
fire and large quantities of corn, as 
well as people of all classes, were car- 
rie] away, partly by violence and partly 
by false promises. 

“The prettiest girls were driven into 
the Rumanian trenches, where they 
were assaulted and then murdered, espe- 
cially in the neighborhood of Silistria. 
Women and children were locked up in 
houses and then either burned to death 
or shot. It has been proved that the 
Rumanians ravaged the country in an

Fullerton Diagnoses Influence 
of Carrigan and Robinson 


on Men They Lead. 
/ 


By HUGH &. FULLERTON. 


There is something beyond mechan- 
ical ability to play ball that maker a 
baseball team. It is a saying in the 
big leagues that a bad manager ean 
ruin a good ball club, but that a good 
Manager cannot make a bad club win. 
This is true only in a sense. The man- 
ager, of course, is held responsible for 
what happens to his team. But in few 
cases is he really responsible. 

There are two parts. to managing @& 
ball tearm: first, the manager must be 
a diplomat, an expert in handling men, 
and must be able to get the assortment 
of human beings intrusted to his care 
to work together. It is about as eaay 
to induce twenty-five abnormally healthy 
ballplayers to work in harmony as it is 
to drive twenty-five calves alo a 
coun’ players are pec 
beings.: First, they are. caught young, 
as a rule; second, they ore Soe b 
overmuch praise if they e > 
third, they haye about. twenty-two 
hours 2 day to think about themselves 
and their troubles, to nurse grievances, 
and to develop peculiar turns of mind. 

They are not different from other 
human bei in fact, I think twenty- 
five ball players are much more 
strained in conduct and decent in be- 
havior than almost any twenty-five men 
you could select would be -under 
sameé surroundings. The one’s teaches 
them restraint and respect fer the rights 
of others to some degree... ~ 

Development of Team Spirit. 


But a manager with twenty-five of 


g| these fellows on his hands has his job 


cut out for him to handle them all, 
using usually 
methods, After he gets them together 
and has them ready to, work for the 
club instead for themselyes, the thing 
we call ‘“‘ team spirit" develops. It is 
team spirit that makes or breaks a ball 
club, for team spirit is readiness to 
sacrifice one’s self for the si

g . This frequentiy is 
harder than handling the players. ere 
are some clubs that have been for years 
held back in the second division. and 
away from pennant honors only because 
the owners insist upon “ helping” their 
team leaders. 

If the manager succeeds in these 
points, he still must have a Goutae to 
ead—be a General knowing all points 
of the actual playing of the game. 
Many of the best field Generals, who 
know baseball inside out, cannot man- 
age teams succesafull because they 
cannot handle men. one fellows, who 
can handle men successfully, do not 
know enough about the playing end of 
the game. 

From these observations it is to 
soe that a manager exerts a tremendous 
influence upon the work and showing of 
a team. In figuring the worth of play- 
ers in each position, I have calculated 
not only their ability to field, bat and 
throw, but have also calculated how 
much influence for good or bad their 
managcr has had upon them, That is, 
I merely divided the “‘team spirit” 
value and apportioned it in progorten. 
ate quantities to the nine ons. I 
know of no other way of doing it unless 
we figure the exact mechanical worth of 
each player and then calculate the man- 
agers separately and add their influence 
to the team total. I think my way is 
the most expressive at least. 

The managers who lead the teams that 
are to battle for world’s championsh 
honors are of different types, and ea 
has exerted his influence upon his team. 
It is odd the manner in which the per- 
sonality of a real manager is reflected 
in the playing, in tne actions, both on 
and off, of his men, If they are not, 
then the manager is a failure and team 
spirit is lacking entirely. 


Characteristics of Red Sox Leader. 


Bill Carrigan, leader of the Red Sox, 
ig a composite type of manager. He is 
an educated, intelligent chap, rather 
quiet and of the good fellow type. He 
was extremely popular with players 
while he was in the ranks as a private, 
He has arany close friends and very few

‘New York Realty Assessment Shows 
Brighter Outlook for Manhattan. 


The actual assessed valuation of 
New York City’s realty, including the 
realty held in corporations, as given out 
by the Tax Department this week is 
$7,833,875,536. This includes the five 
boroughs, all of which show an in- 
crease over their assessed values for 
1916 with the exception of Manhattan, 
where the total decline in real estate 
values for twelve months is $47,253,725. 

A study of the table prepared by 
President Lawson N. Purdy of the Tax 
Department shows that the actual real 
estate decrease in Manhattan for the 
year was $122,072,820. Set off against 
this is an increase due to new building 
construction of $43,926,800, and in ad- 
dition the real estate taxed in the hold- 
ings of corporations has been enhanced 
$7,798,685. These two elements of in- 
creasing values have brought the total 
Manhattan realty decrease dewn to a 
little under $50,000,000. The increase 
for new buildings represented the con- 
struction of 283 structures.

It will be seen that Brooklyn fur- 
nishes the largest increase of any bor- 
ough, a total of over $48,000,000.

Hears Law Is Violated. 


Attorney Genera] Woodbury arrived 
from Albany in the morning, attended 
the Mayor’s conferences, held a confer- 
ence of his own late in the evening with 
representatives of the Dairymen’s 
League, and got Supreme Court Justice 
Nathan Bijur to appoint a referee to 
begin hearings on the subject in this 
city at 10:30 o’clock tomorrow mornfng. 
Justice Bijur named ex-Judge William 
M. Dykman to conduct the investigation. 

The Attorney General’s inquiry will de- 
vote itself ijargely to an attempt to dis- 
cover whether or not the so-called Don- 
nelly Anti-Trust act has been violated 
either by the producers or by the dis- 
tributers. Prosecutions may result from 
ex-Judge Dykman’s findings, but men 
concerned in getting more milk into the 
city felt yesterday that it was hard to 
see how the inquiry could advance this 
purpose. 

Meanwhile the milk shortage was felt 
here more acutely. Heretofore the 
shortage had been confined chiefly to 
the suburbs. Yesterday, however, 
standing orders of families with chil- 
dren were cut, and grocery store and 
delicatessen shops failed to receive any 
supply at all, and the prospect was that 
there would be greater cuts in the sup- 
ply today. ; 


WOODBURY EXPLAINS INQUIRY. 


He Acted on Complaints Charging 
Monopoly Act Violations. 


Attorney General Woodbury issued a 
statement after he had ordered inves- 
tigating the milk situation yesterday, 
in which he outlined the purpose of his 
investigation. In it he said that com- 
plaints had reached him charging the 
Dairymen’s League with violation of 
the Donnelly Anti-Monopoly act, and 
that countercharges had been made by 
the League members charging the dis- 
tributers with violating the same act. 

“In view of the serious results which 
might attend an increasing shortage in 
the milk supply in New York, and the 
vital necessity of preventing such a con- 
dition,”” the statement read in part, 
“the Attorney General is undertaking 
an investigation of the charges and 
countercharges..thus made. The pur- 
pose of this inquiry is to determine, 
fairly and impartially, how far there 
may have been unlawful combinations 
in restraint of trade for controlling the 
price of this important necessary of 
life. 

“To expedite his proceeding the At- 
turney General made an application to 
Judge Bijur for the appointment of a 
referee before whom the investigation 
is to be conducted. Judbe Bijur ‘has 
today appointed William N. Dykman as 
such referee. The order of reference 
will be promptly served upon the parties 
involved, and will be returnable on Fri- 
day morning at 10:30 o'clock at the 
New York City office of the Attorney 
General, 200 Broadway. 

“The Attorney General. has designated 
his first deputy, Merton E. Le ; to 
conduct the examination of witneéses."’ 

Mr. Dykman is a Brooklyn lawyer, 
the partner of former Chief Justice Cui- 
len, and was a member of last year’s 
Constitutional Convention. Mr. Lewis

DEFENDS FARMERS’ BOYCOTT. 


R. D. Cooper Cites Government Rec- 
‘ords to Support Higher Prices. 


The position of the dairy farmers who 
have united to increase their receipts 
from milk was set forth for THE Timps 
last night by R. D. Cooper, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Dairymen’s League, and who is head of 
a dairy company in Little Falls. 

‘“‘ Agents of the Department of A. 
culture in Washington have made 
thorough investigation of the cost of 
producing milk that will meet with the 
Health Department requirements in New 
York,” said he. ‘* The statistics that 
they compiled show that it costs 4.6 
cents a quart on the average to produce 
this milk. At present the Borden Com- 
pany, for example, is paying the farmer 
approximately 4:5 cents a quart. The 
statement issued by this company some 
weeks ago said that the average pay- 
ment a quart to the farmer the year 
round was 3.69 cents. The rates, of 
course, vary according ta the season. 

‘The rapid increase in the price of 
feed for cattle, the extraordinary ex- 
penses incurred in building new and mod- 
ern barns, and in other ways meeting 
sthe sane but nevertheless expensive re- 
quirements of the New York Health De- 
partment, and particularly the greatly 
increased wages that it has been neces- 
sary to pay for farm labor during the 
last year, have depleted our resources. 
There are other factors entering into 
the increased cost of producing good 
milk. - They include the increased cost 
of machinery, or horses (on account of 
+the war demand) to draw the wagons, 
of equipment generally. 

‘* Farm Bureau records show that one 
farmer in this séction, for instance, has 
been losing on the average of $21 a cow 
in-hig herd.each year.

| Railroad Issues Very Prominent, 


Reasons for Their Strength 
—Odd-Lot Buying.

On the first of this series of million~- 
share days on the New York Stock 
Bxchange, which began just a month 
ago,. dealings in railroad stocks made 
up less than 11 per cent. of the total. 
Yesterday railroad shares contributed 
no lesa than 48 per cent. to the day’s 
Stock, Exchange business, which again 
exceeded a million shares. 

The railroads were notable, not only 
for this activity, but also for the very 
decided strength which they displayed. 
There has been no sudden discovery of 
big railroad earnings, for railroad earn- 
ings have been big for months, and 
those who are distrustful and perhaps 
those who are merely very cautious 
will look upon the increased attention 
given to the railroad shares in. recent 
days, and more particularly yester- 
day, aa an Indication of organizéd 
effort to keep the market active and 
strong in the face of large distribu- 
tions for profit-taking purposes in other 
parts of the list. That might be granted 
without disproving either the prosperity 
of the railroads or the responsiveness 
of railroad shares to large scale buy- 
ing. 

Railroad prosperity is not a newly 
discovered phenomenon, but it is a phe- 
nomenon whose effectiveness as a mar- 
ket influence has been lately enlarged 
by the extraordinarily good monthly 
reports which have been coming to 
hand ang which have supplemented en- 
couragingly the annual setatements 
which are now being issued by many 
of the country’s important railway 
systems. Whatever the immediate mio- 
tive of those whose operations are re- 
flected in the enlarged activity in the 
railway group, the fast remains that 
they have made noteworthy progress 
and that despite the fact that through- 
out the past two years investors—for 
they were investors rather than specu- 
lators who bought the railroad shares— 
have been called upon to take back 
from Europe hundreds of millions of 
railroad securities which for many 
years had represented Europe's etake 
in the American transportation system. 

In the face of this newly arrived sup- 
ply of stock noteworthy advances in 
railway share prices could hardly occur 
were not the public itself confident of 
the future of railroad undertakings. 
notwithstanding the restrictions under 
which they are operated. This state- 
ment should perhaps be modified to the 
extent that in the present strength of 
the railway issues there is an element 
of politics in that some buyers are 
moved by the belief that the Nationa! 
election will change the political situa- 
tion to the advantage of the country’s 
transportation lines. That, however, 
seems to be far from being the con- 
trolling motive in the upbidding pt ralil- 
way stocks and in the spport which 
the public has extended to this up- 
bidding, for the public has acquiesced 
in this movement by refraining from 
selling on any large scale, even if it has 
not actively participated in the move- 
ment. 

New York Central was almost as 
active as Steel, and that was but. one 
of a number. of railroad stocks which 
were very active. The industrials did 
not lack representation among the 
day’s substantial advances, but for the 
time being they have lost the promi- 
nence which was theirs for so long. 
Interesting inferences might be drawn 
from the technica] aspects of this 
change in the direction of market effort 
but they would at best be inferences. 
Meanwhile, taking the market as a 
whole, the public seems to be buying 
many stocks. The odd-lot business con- 
tinues large, and Includes, according to 
report, a good deal of outright buying 
in small amounts by those who are in- 
vesting rather than speculating, or who, 
if they are speculating, prefer to do so 
through temporary outright ownership 
rather than through operations on mar- 
gin. 


LONDON MARKET IMPROVES. 


Dealers Now Belleve That Recent 
Decline Was Overdone.

Rails Ordered for 1918. 
Evidence that the railroads expect. to 
see great pressure on the stee) mills 
for!many months to come is presented 
{mn contracts for rails calling for de- 
livery as far ahead as the first quar- 
ter of 1918. It is learned that the Stee) 
Corporation has sold in the last few 
days 50,000 tons of rails for 1918, al- 
though the contracts provide that if it is 
found possible to make deliveries late 
in 1917 the buyers will accept the rails 
as fast as they are sent from the mills. 
This situation, according to steel men, 
fs not exceptional in times of great 
activity in the market, although the 
carriers do not make a practice of plac- 
ing contracts more than a year ahead.
